TIN ERS Erected within the Cities of London and 
os 30 = % W eſtminſter, and in every County of 
Ep] Bate England, Dominion of Wales, and 
We WI Town of Berwick upon Tweed, and in 

AT the Ifle of Wight, and otlier ſuch like 
places, to be conſtantly Kept in lome certain place with« 
in ſuch Cities or Counnes. 

II. That a proper Perſon at the nomination of His 
Majeſty, may be Conlticuted the Regiſter, by Letters 
Patents for Execution of ſuch Office, giving a thouſand 
pound Security, to be approved of by the Lord Chancellor, 
tor his truth and fideliry. 

[TIT. That ſuch Regiſter may be bound co keep a large 
and lubſtantial Book, of the bet and ſtrongeſt ſorr of Paper, 
for entring all Eſtates, Titles and Incumbrances, in fuch 
manner as the party concerned ſhall direct under his Hand 
and Seal, teſtified by ewo Witneſles, to be filed by che 
Regiſter tor his Warrant in ſo doing. 

LV. That ſuch Regilter may keep 2 diſtin Calendar 
of Lands when Regiſtred, under the Title of that Pariſh 
wherein the ſame Lands lie, for the more eaſie ſearching 
after the lame. 

V. Thar every Regiſter have leave to execute the ſaid 
Office, by one or more Clerks whom he ſhall depure 
under his Hand and Scal, for that purpoſe. A true Copy 
of {uch Deputations to be always hanging up in the ſaid 
Office, thar all perſons may know from whom to de. 
mand a diſpatch of their Buſinels. And ſuch Regiſter 
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to be anſwerable for the miſdemeanor of ſuch deputed 
Clerks. 

- -VLI. Thar ſuch Regiſter, or his Clerks, give conſtant 
attendance upon the ſaid Office berween the hours of 
Nine and Eleven in the forenoon, and between Three and 
Five in- the Afternoon, 

VII. That a ſhort extract of all Eſtates, Titles and In- 
cumbrances whatſoever , ( except Statutes, Judgments, 
Recognizances, and Bonds to the King) upon any Lands, 
Tenements, and Hereditaments, which are or pay be 
charged upon the ſame, at or before the 26th. day of 
Mars, 1678. may be Regiſtred in the proper Office of 
the City or County where ſuch Lands, &c. lie, by the 
24th: day of Ju then next following. Or otherwiſe 
ſuch Eſtate, Title, or Incumbrance, nor being Regiſtred 
as aforeſaid, to be utterly void as to all ſubſequenc pur. 

chafers for. a valuable conſideration, without notice, and 
ſuch extract to contain the date of the Deed : And all 
the parties to the ſame Deed, and all the parcels of 
Lat Cc, conteined therein, in the exprels words of 
-the ſaid Deed, or otherwile, ſuch ap: to beeſteemed 
[not well Regiſtred, and the party ſo Regiſtring to haye

' VII. Thatfrom, and after the faid fix and twentieth 
day of March, all Eſtates, Titles, and Incumbrances 
(except as betore excepted) which ſhall be charged up- 
"of any Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, ſhall A 
|Regiſtred within forty days next after the Execution of 
"ſuch Eftate, Title , or Incumbrance or otherwiſe the 
Jame to be void againſt all ſubſequent Purchaſers as a- 
forelaid. 
- . IX. That the ſpace of one hundred days, or the like 
\be allowed for vo Regiſtring of any Will,* becaule ir 
.many times happens that berwecn the Heir and Execu- 
;tor,, a Will may receive ſome delay before it be pro-

X. That the Regiſter be allowed 7 s. for every Act thac 

15 Regiitred, as a conſtant Fee tor keeping a' fair Ca- 
lJendat - and at the rate of 64. for every hundred words 
that he fſhali cnter 1nto his Regiſter Book, according to 
his Warrant lent him under Hand and Seal. 
-14.-luch Regilter do enter any Caveat that 
Trent him under Hand and Seal, teſtihed by two 
v 1tnelles, for the Fee of 2 5. as aforeſaid, and 6d. for every 
lundred words as aforelaid. And chat fuch Cavcat be 
ſuthcicnt notice to any Purchaler, &c. 

XI. T hat fuch Regilter {hall make any ſearch that is 
demanccd, at the rate of 4d. per year ; and ſhall give 
any Certificate required, not excceding one hundred 
words tor 15. and lo for every hundred words lo certi- 
hed. 

XIII. That upon Conviction of any imbezelment of 
the ſaid Reyiſter Book, or any rating or interlining in 
the fame, not aQrecing with juch Warrant as ſhall be 
giVen foe any thiag to be Regiltred, that {uch Regiſter 
thall ioriei treble damages co the party wronged, t be 
made £cood out of the 1oo0o!. Security lo far as the lame 

will extend : And likewiſe to forfeir his Office 

XIY. Thar a Giſtinct Ofhce be erected in London, near 
ſome of the Inns of Court, tur Regiltring all Statutes, Jud - 
ments, Recognizances, and Bonds to the King, in luch 
/\ Ipaabe: 21 manncr, as the Names of the Cognizors 
anu Cogn, zecs, that upon an gealie earch ſuch Incum- 
brancc> may prelently be diicovered. 

YV_ Jha luch Otficer be limited to ſome ſuch Rules 
2s Ooreford, in the Execution of his faid Office and con- 
CErn; i his Fees therein. 

'1. That the Cognizce do fend a Warrant under 
and Seal, of the name of the Cognizor and Cog 
nizee, ana date of kich Statute, Judgment , Recogni- 
Zance, or Bond to the Ki 1g, tO be entred into the :Re- 
oiſters Book exactly, according two ſuch Warrant, and 
then the Warrant to be filed by the Regiſter for his ju- 
{tikcation. XVII. Thar 
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. XVII. That once in ten years all Statutes, &z. re- 
maining in force, be entred de novo in the Regiſtry , ar 
the charge of the Cognizees, which will prevent borh 


the difficulty and charge of ſearching. 


From what hath been T etemmong may. FR 


ariſe theſe Conſiderations. 


Firſt, That the duty of a Regiſter being only to keep a fair 
Book for entring what ſhall be ſent to him under Hand and Seal : 
If the Pages of his Book be but numbred, and every Aft that 
s entred be likewiſe numbred, it will be impoſ$ible for him to 
add of diminiſh a leaf, or raſe or interlime any part of ſuch 
Book,” without a manifeſt deteftion ; and conſequently the ſaid 
Office will nst be of ſo great Truſt, but that any indifferent per- 
fon that can give a thouſand pound Security, may be ſufficiently 
qualified for ſuch Office. 

- Secondly, That any perſon having an Eſtate or Title to Re- 
gifter, need but draw a ſhort extraft of hs Deed, and direft 
the fame'by Warrant under bis Hand and Seal to the Regiſter to be 
entred .- which may be ſent, if requiſite, even mn a Poſt Letter, 
to any place with ſafety, if he have but an indifferent Friend there to 
receive it, fee it | entred, and then examined with the Warrant , 
which can neither be chargeable nor troubleſom. 

Laſtly,” That if a man have an hundred Deeds relating to any 
Eſtate, whereof be 'is m Poſſeſſion (if ſuch be not a redeemable 
Eftate) though the ſame were Mortgages, or the like, that are kept 
on foot to preſerve the Title to ſuch an Eſtate, yet he need not 


Regiſter one of them, becauſe no man can fell an Eftate over 
a mans bead that is m poſſeſſion. 


: From whence it may reaſonably be concluded thac 


there-is more'.in apprehenſion than in reality over
